WI decent and inoffenſive ceremonies, which may expreſs our 
& reverence, and refpe&to them, reaſon as well as Re 
will convince us; and in this Pagers, Few, and on 
do for the moſt agree, Among many other evidences, 
and expreſſions of our reverence, and reſpeQtothe memory of the dead , k 
find thele two: ( moderat weeping and mourning, and a modeſt commemoras 
tion of theſe vertues, and graces which have been moſt rare and remarkablein 
them) ſoancient, univerſal, and common , that they ſeem xoire, £yy,as, the dis 
Qats of the law and light of nature , written and engraven on our hearts, by the 
God of nature, which the moſt barbarous Nations in the world , and thoſe miſs 
creant monſters, who have offered moſt violence to nature, could never wholly 
Rifle and ſuppreſs, I intend not to overcharge your memories with multiplicis 
ty of teſtimonies, either from Heatbeniſh Hiftorians , or Fexiſh Rabbier. But to ſg- 
tisfie my ſelf with ſome few inſtances from Scripture, to clear and confirm this 
truth: and ( not to trouble you with the ceremonies and folemnities uſed by

And David ſil to Foab,and to all th: people that were with 
him, rent your clothes, and gird you with ſackcloth, and mourn for Abner, JAnd Da- 
vid himſelf followed the beer, and they buried Abner in Hebron; and the Ring lifted 
i his voice, and at the grave of /Jbner, and all the peoph wept , SiInd the 
ing lamented over «Abzer , and ſaid, Died Abner as a foot dieth } Thy hands Tere 
not bound , nor thy feet put imto fetters : as a man falleth before wicked men, ſo felleff 
thou, Andall the people wept again over him, Yereadalſo of Judebs and Fe 
ruſolems mourning for Foſiah, 2. Chron, 15, 24. And rbey brought bim to Jeruſalem, 
and he died, and was buried in one of the ſepulchres of hu fathers : and all Tud«b and 
Jeruſalem mourned for Joſiah. And Jeremiah lamented for Joſiah , and all the ſinging 
men and th: ſinging women ſpake of Foſ1ah in their lamentation to this day , and made 
them an Ordinance in Iſrael, and bebold they are written in the Lamentations, This is 
that great mourning of Hadadrimmor in the valley of Megiddo, Zach, 2. 1x. And 
one of theſe lamentations penned by Feremic, is, that heart breaking lamentas 
tion. The breath of our noflrils, the anointed of th: Lord was taken intheir pits, of 
whom we ſaid , under his ſhadow Toe ſhal live among the heathen, Lam, 4, 20, By all 
theſe it will appear, that they not only mourned and lamented for them , but in 
their funeral Songs and Elegies did very pathetically publiſh and proclaim theic 
due praiſe. And to this cuſtom the Wiſe man alludes, Ecc!, 12. 5, Man goethto 
his long home, andthe mourners go about the fireets : which is commony interpreted 
of theſe Prefice, women that were hyred to mourn and lament for the dead, 
And of theſe alſo the Prophet is to be underſtood, Fer. 9. 17. Call for the mourning 
women, and ſend for cunning women that they may come. And let them make hate and 
rake up a wailing for us, that our eyes may run down Twithtears, and our eyeslids guſh out 
with waters : for a voice of wailing is heard out of Lion, Oc. Teach your daughters 
wailing , and every one her neighbor lamentation : For geath is come up into our Twwin- 
dows, and is entred into our palaces, to cut off the children from wwithout, and the young” 
men ffom the flreetr, And that this cuſtome continued among the Ferv- even to 
our Saviors and the Apoſtles dayes, appears by the prafiſe of the people who 
weeped, wailed, and played on minſtrels at the death of Fairw daughter, Marth. 
9, 23. and Mark 5,58. And at the death of Dorcas the widows ſtood not only 

weeping

weeping over ber , but ſhowing the evidences of her charity and bounty , the 
coats and garments which ſhe had made, to her praiſe and commendation; .AB&- 
9. 39 Nor were theſe Funeral Songs 2ad Elegies more frequent and ordinary 
among the Jews under the Law, then were funeral Orations, Hymns, and Enco- 
miaſticks among the primitive Chriſtians under the Goſpe], whereof many ace 
yet extant : in which the graces, excellencies and perfeCions of the deceaſed are 
duely recorded, and reckoned up , that God might have his glory for theſe 
nent gifts and graces which his bounty had beſtowed on them , the deceaſed 
might have their due praiſe and commendation, and others might be encouraged 
to trace their __ , and follow their good example, ( So <Ithan, in vita 
S. Antoni), oiov os x1 T2 TiAos avT# Ts Bis yeyors ——_— Kathi jINpLOrET Cas 
x4} Suds dxiras wobirlas, &c,) This remembring and exring.commeny a- 
ted the life and death of the deceaſed , being the beſt and readieft way ( as tha 
Father affirmes) to beget inus a fervent zeal, and vehement defice toimitat gi 
follow his boly and heavenly exawple. And certainly none will enyy dece; 
perſons that praiſe and commendation which is due to them , but ſome black- 
mouthed Mower or Zoilus , who envy others that honor and happineſs, to which 
themſelves cannot pretend ( iftbec commemoratio eft quaſi exprobratio ) the con- 
ſcience of their own unworthineſs makes them conclud, that the commending of 
others is a virtual and indire& taxing, or condemning of themſelves : but it is 
not the apprehenſion or fear of ſuch injuſt clamors or calumnies , but the cop- 
ſcience of my own inſufficiency that diſcourageth me , to pay that debt which is 
due to the memory of this eminent Perſon, whoſe dead corps is here before us.

Who can worthily paint out to the life martial men ( ſuch as Meriones, an exs 
cellent Captain, who went out of Crete to Troy, and Diomedes (on to Tydew, equal 
tothe Gods ( ſaith Horace) both which behaved themſelves couragjioufly in the 
wars of Tioys As for this Noble Perſon to whom we are now paying this laſt : 
debt and duty : He was worthy to'be the ſon of ſo great a Father , and wasnot 
inferior to any whom this laſt age hath produced, His conſtant and unqueſtio- 
nable loyalty to his Prince , his extraordinary zeal for the pablick Peace and 
angullity of Church and State, his fincere love and affeRionto his friends, his 
civility and kindneſs to his neighbors, and his obliging carriage and depott- 
mentto all , gained him the good opinion and reſpett of all while he lived, and 
makes him now the ſubje& of their forrow and lamentation : of him we may 
truly ſay; as the Poet of Quinriliw, 1

whom , moderation, and ſhamefaſtneſs to do any thing ſordidly, faith that can- 
not be corrupted by prayer nor price, naked truth without guile and diſſhmulas 
tion, rarely or never ſhal find an- equal, When David was bewailing andla- 
menting «Abners death to his ſervants, he ſaid , Know ye wot rhat there is a Prince 
and a great man fallen this day in Iſrael, and 1 am this day woeak though anoimted 
King, Sc, 2, Sam. . 38. 39. So may welay, There is with usa Prince anda 
great man fallen, and by the loſs of (uch eminent and faithful _—_— » His Mas 
jalties ſacred Power, and Authority is weakned and empajred, Nor was he 
more (ingular or remarkable in his civil converſe with men , then in his devout 
and relgious converſe with God; not only careful to perform all as, and exers 
ciſes of Religion in publick in the Church , but alſo exa& and conſ(cionable in his 
family duties in privat at home, He was a great pattern and example of piety, 
and vertue to all, and a great comfort to all fisrelations. As a husband, incoms 
puny kind to his unparalelled conſortz as a father tender , and careful of his 
opeful children; as a Lord or Maſter, mild and merciful to his ſervants; and as a 
Chriſtian, conſcionable in all his tranſaQtions with men,and juſt to all with whom 
he converſed, He was with F-þ, afathertothe poor, and thoſe that are op- 
preſſed, and a great patron to regular and orderly Miniſters : and that evento 
the envy of thoſs , who counted it Religion to trample under foot the precious 
pearls of the Goſpel, and to tear and perſecute thoſe who tender them. Andall 
this without any Bharifaical. or vain glorious ſhow or tentatian ( the epidemical 
diſeaſe of this age ) but with all Chriſtian modeſty and humility. For carer ambi- 
tione religioſa devotio, Amb, Religious devotion warts ambition , .it ſeeks not the 
praiſe, or applauſe of men, but approbation and acceptance from God, knowing 
that he who ſeeth in ſecret, can, and will reward openly, Matth 6, 4 But all 
theſe his perfe&ions and graces could not ſhield , or fecure him from deaths fatal 
blow. Heis a ſuclie and inexorable tyrant, nec rerretur minis, nec placatur donie: 
is not affrighted with menacing threats , and boaſting brags , nor is calmed and 
pacifed with flattering, ſacrifices, nor gifts,

the greater is now his gain, and our foſs, But here is our comfort , our loſs is 
his gain, our loſs but finit and temporal, his gain infinit and eternal. Nay, non 4- 
miſemus, ſed "amy nam proftio eft - mortem putas, Terr, We have notloſt 
him, but ſent him before us, It is but a journey and departure which thou 
eſtcems and calls death. He is but gone before us to that place of happineſs and 
felicity, «51 ci? gaudium ſine merore, requies ſine labore, dignitas fine tremore , ſanitas 
fine languore , abundantia ſine defeBione, & vita fine morte, Aug, Man, cap. 7. 
Where there is joy-micth and gladnefs without grief,ſorrow or ſadneſs, reſt withs 
out labor, honor and dignity without fear, health without feebleneſs, abundance 
without want or lack, life without death. He is happy and bleſt , though we yet 
miſerable and wretched z For bleſſed are the dead that die in the Lord, 5c, And 
this leads me to the conſideration of my Text, 
Asthere is nothing more dreadful to man then death,fo nothing againſt which 
we had more need to be comforted, and cheriſhed , that we faint not at the ap- 
prehenfion and approach of it, And I know not any Text of Scripture fitter for 
that purpoſe, or more proper and pertinent for cur preſent occaſion , then this 
which I have read , which will help us to extra out of this bitter root ſweet 
waters of comfort and conſolation, a rich cordial, torefreſh and revive our fain- 
ting and drouping ſpirits : or with, Samſon, to get out of this eater and devourer 
of mankind, meat; and out of the ſtrong, ſweetneſs. 
In the words we have firſt a propoſition, ( Bleſſed arerhe dead.) 2. An Extge- 
fis or expoſition of this propoſition, limiting and reſtricting the indefinit propo- 
ſition, and reſolving us of what dead this is to be underſtood in theſe words (har 
dit inthe Lord.) 3, Th&onfirmatior of this propoſition thus expounded, arid 
it is confirmed two wayes. Firſt, by authority, both of a voice from heaven athrs 
ming it, and commanding S. Fob to write it, ( 1 heard a voice from heaven ſaying un- 
zo me, WWrite,) and of the Spirit of God confirming it with a vehement aſſeveras 
tion ( «Amen, ſaith the Spirit.) Secondly, by argument or reaſon, proving it from 
the parts whereof this bleſſedneſs is conſtituted, and made up , or particulars 
wherein it conſiſts: and they are two, a relaxation (they reft Fom their labors ) and 
a receiving arecompence , or reward for their works in theſe words, ( 4ndtheir 
works ſollox them, ) 
Firſtthen, let us conſider the propoſition (Bleſſed are the 4:ad) for clearing of 
which, we muſt be reſolved oftheſe two: firſt. who are the dead , of which my 
Textis to be underſtood, Secondly, what is the bleſſedneſs attributed tothem, 
or wherein it conſiſts, Firſt, whoare the dead ( not to ſpeak of the ſpiritual 
death of the ſoul in ſin, which feaſeth on many, while they are yet alive, r. Tim.s, 
6. There is a natural death , which is the death of the body , occaſioned by the 
ſeparation of the ſoul from the body : and a ſupernatural death both of ſou] and 
body, occaſioned by the ſeparation of both from the ſight and preſence of Go 
The 
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The firſt is common to all, the ſecond proper and peculiar tothe wicked: the one 
uſually termed the firſt, the other the ſecond degth, Rev, 20. 6. the one tempo. 
ral, the other eternal; between which there is this difference, Prima ariman 
dolentem pellit de corpore, ſecunda nolemem tenet in corpore, The firltdrives the 
ſoul in pain out ofthe body, the ſecond keeps the ſoul againſt its will in the body. 
Now of the firſt my Text muſt be underſtood, for they who diethe ſecond death, 
xe without controverlie moſt niiſerable and wretched , they are cait intothbe lake 
which burneth with fire and brimflonc, Rev,21,8. Andthat, eventhey who are 
but dead the firſt way ſhould be pronounced bleſſed , ſeems very ſtrange , for 
death is the privation of life , which is the mw 700þ and excellent exiftence or 
being, It is immediatly of and from God , 517, 28, for in him Te live, and 
move, and have our b:ing, And: it is given only to the beſt and moſt excellent of 
his creatures : itis that which _— every one loves, and deſires molt, and 
for the preſervation whereof, men will ſuffer or ſuſtain any pain or lofs, Facito d:- 
bilem pede, debilem manu, vita dum Juper eft bene eft, Leta man belame, or mai, 
iflifecemain, all is well, The living have no reaſon to complain, And inthisthe 
evil (though aliar from the beginning) ſaid true, Skir: for (kin, and allthat a man 
hath, will ke give for his Jift, Fob 2. 4. Now if life be ſo unqueſtionably good , by 
the rule of contraries, Death ( which robbs us of fo precious and unvaluable a 
Jewel) muſt needs be evil, very evil. Aug. terms it , the mo#t zerrible of terrible 
things, Bildad, th: King of terrors, Fob 18. 14. Itis for death , ſin, ſickneſs, pain, 
diſtreſs, danger, and all the evils, or miſeries of this life are feared, becauſe they 
areCither the cauſe , or at leaſt concomitants and harbengers or forerunners of 
death. Now if they be ſo fearful, death it ſelf muſt be much more fearful. Nor is 
this the verdi@ of blind reaſon only, but of Religion alſo: for aslife or length of 
dayes is one of the greateſt bleſſings, which God promiſes to his children, Fer, z 1. 
g. and 45.promiſed in the 5. command; ſo death is one of the greateſt evils 
or curſes, which he threatens for diſobedience, Der. 30. 18. 19. 20. This was 
firſt threatned and afterwardinfli&ted on our firſt parents and us , Gen. z, 19. and 
3 19. Anditisa principal part of the wages of fins, or that vengeance which 


is due for ſin, Rom. 6 23. Ezeck.18, 4, and 20. The ſoul that ſennerh, it ſhal die; and 


that muſt be a great evi), which is -* *pendium peccati, the wages of ſin, the worſt 
and greateſt of evils, Now ſince Relinion, as well as reaſon teacheth us, thus to 
think and judge of death, and to conclud with the Author of Ecclefiaflicur, 
cap, 41.1. O death, how bitter is the remembrance of thee to a manthat liveth at reft. 
How doth my Text ( contrary both to Religion and reaſon) affirm the dead to be 
bleſſed ? Tothis I anſwer , that death may be conſidered two wayes, either as 
at firſt it was, andindeed ſtilks in its own nature, or as now it is, being ſan@is 
fied and ſweetned by the death of Chriſt, who hath taken away the ſting of 
death, and fo altered its nature, Or ſecondly, it may be ade either as 's is

formally in it ſelf, or as it is accidentally or by conſequence, in regard of the be- 
nefits or advantages which flow fromit, or at leaſt follow upon it, The firſt way 
mdeed it is evil, butthe ſecond good. For the ſting of death being now taken 
away by the death of Chriſt, it proves to us Fanuavite, a ſweet and ſecure pa(- 
ſage tothat endleſs happineſs and felicity prepared for us in the life and world to 
come. Like the 1/7a:incs paſſage through the Red ſea, at firlt dreadful to thein, 
but when once they were ſecured by the word and promiſe of God from fear of 
drowning, then ſweet and comfortable, it fred them from fear of the Eg yp- 
tiansy, and paſſed them over toward the promiſed Canaan, Even ſo doth death 
deliver us from all our ſpiritual enemies, and wafts us over to that heavenly C9- 
naan that is above, the land of our eternal reſt and reſidence, Or as by caſting 
that tree into the waters of Marah (which God ſhzw to Moſes) the waters which 
before were very bitter, were made ſweet; ſo by caſting Chriſt the true tree of 
tife into death, the bitterneſs of death was taken away , and death ſweetned to 
ap that have an intereſt in him, And therefore my Text pronounces them bleſſed. 
nd ſo much ſhal ſuffice for the ſubje&, 
Secondly , let us conſider what is this happineſs attributed to the dead, or 
wherein it conſiſts. Some fay tos (the term uſed in my Tex! ) is am? 77 
udauoTe ; aigty , from rejoicing; becauſe joy and gladne's is the concomis 
tant of true bleſſedneſs, Others ay, (aatxaptos is Tag 73 ju) Vroxs"o $21 np, 
uia fato , hoc efl morti non _ eatus : the bleſl::d man is not obnoxious to 
eath. And indeed this bleſſednels in my Text implyeth both a freedom and ims 
munity , from the fatal miſeries and misfortunes of this life, and a fruition of joy 
and felicity in another; for they that are thus bleſt , rf Fom thcir labors , and their 
works folow them, Now there is a two fold bleſſedneſs, one temporal and earths 
ly, which is the worldlings ; another ſpiritual and heavenly, which is the true 
Chriſtians : the firſt is all that ſenſe or reaſon could reach. It is the Spirit of God 
that diſcovers to us the ſecond, itis not the firſt of which my text ſpeaks; for they 
that enjoy moſt of theſe things that are under the Sun, the Spiiit of God pros 
nounceth them curſed rather then bleſſed, Vo unto you that arerich, wo unto you 
that are full, 9c, Luke 6, 24. 25. 26, it muſtthen be the ſecond, And this bleſſed- 
neſs which conſiſts in the enjoyment of ſpiritual and heavenly things, is either injs 
tial and inchoat, or perfet and conſummat: Of the firſt our Savior reckons ſes 
veral ſorts or degrees , Bleſſed are the poor in ſpirit : Bleſſed are they that mourn, 5c. 
Matth.5 3.4. 5.6, Butall theſe are but ſteps, by which we aſcend , and mount 
up to that perfe& and conſummat bleſſednefs, at which my Text points. And 
in this ſenſe the Heathens words are true, dicique beatus, Amt obitum 
nemo , ſupremague funcra d:b:t. No man ought to, be called happy and bleſt bes 
fore his death and laſt funeral obſequies. For perfe& blefſſedneſs confiſtsin a 
perfe& fruition or enjoyment of God, who is our ſummur 5on:m, chiefelt $008 
0ay 
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and laſt end, Solong as we are but in a tendencie to him, wo are never Fully 
ſatisfied, & ſo not perteQly bleſſed, Now while we are here in this life , we are 
but on our way or journey, moving towards him , for while vt are at home in the 
boJy, we are ab)ent from the Lord, 2, Cor, 5. 6, and ſo donot yet perfeRly enjoy 


him. 


PerfeQ bleſſedneſs requires theſe two. Firſt, that we gain or enjoy that which 
is perfe&ly or abſolutly good , and ſuchis Gd only ; all other things are but 
good by participation, and io more or leſs good , as they participat more or leſs 
of him. And in this ſenſe, it istrue there is none good, but God alone. 
Secondly , that we gain or enjoy him perfe&ly, or have a perfet union with 
bim, and this we cannot have while we are here, as I ſh:w youbefore ; we 
are here but viatores, non comprehenſover, way-faring men , travellers in the way; 
not,comprehenders, that have attained the Crown , and therefore miſerable and 
wretched. Or it we be bleſſed, it is but ſpe, mon re; in hope, not in deed : But 
h:reafter we ſhal perfe&ly enjoy him, and be filled and raviſhed with that fulngſs 
that isin him. The firſt is termed beatitudo objeRliva; the ſecond, formals : the 
firlt, by ſame increata, the ſecond creata, The firſt call:d obje&ive beatitude, and 
increated ; the ſecond formal , and created, It is indeed the ſame God who is 
the obje of our bleſſedne's, both here and hereafter. But becauſe we have not 
here the ſame vii on, or fruition of him, which we look for hereafter ; therefore 
we are not perfe&ly bleſſed ; Tor h:re we ſee but through a glaſs darkly, but hereafter 
we ſh,al ſee bim as he u, faceto face, and know him, as we are known of him, 1,Cor. 13, 
12, And when thus we ſhal ſee him , our ſoul ſhal be filled as with marrow and 
fatneſs, and raviſh?d with that ſweetnefs, beauty, and perfe&ion thatis in him : 
And from this blefſed viſion and fruition of him, ſhal low a perfe@ love to him, 
an acquieſcency in him, and a full and ex1berant joy. IF that inchoat joy in the 
holy Ghoſt which we have in this lite, be ſo unſpeakable and full ot glory, r. Peter 
1, 8 how much preater muſt this be : Si rantum ſit gaudium te quarent ium,quanium 
erit te fFurntium : If the joy of them that ſeek thee be ſo full and great , how uns 
ſpeakably full and raviſhing ſhal their joy be who have found thee , and enjoy 
thee ? What this bleſſedneſs is, or the joy that accompanieth it, the tongue of 
men and Anpels can never ſufficiently expreſs. Of this we may ſay, as the Queen 
of Sh-ba ſaid of Solomone greatneſs and glory : It was a true report that I beardin 
min: own lan] of thy afts an] wiſdom , howb:it 1 b:lieved nt the words until 1 came, 
and min: eyes had ſ-en it; and b-holl the half war not told me, Thy wiſdom and proſpes 
rity exceedeth th: fame which I heard, 2, Kings 10, 6. 7. The Fathers Apolo v ſhal 
be mine, Nemo -x me ſcire qurat quod me n:ſcire ſcio. niſi neſcire diſcat, quod ſciri nm 

br can know andlearn from me , that which I know I 
am ignorant of, except he will learn to be piouſly ignorant of that which he 


muſt know cannot po'Hbly be underſiood, For eye hath not ſe..n, tar hath mat hcard,

ror bath it entred into the heart of man, to conceive the good things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him, x, Cor, 1,9, Bona regni calefty dicere , cognoſcere, vel 
emtelligere ut ſunt, nulluc poteſt carne veſtitu, Bo, Aug, de tripl, habit. cap, z, No 
man cloathed with fleſh, can tell, know», or underſtand the good things of the 
heavenly Kingdom, as they are in themſelves, They are ſo many, that they can + 
not be numbered, ſo great, that they cannot be mealured ; and fo precious, chat 
they cannot be valued, 7614. cap. 4. There is indeed enough ſaid of this happi- 
neſs and felicity in Scripture, to raviſh our ſouls with the love of it , and to begec 
in us a hunger and thick afterit, to make us with S. Pas), de/ire to be diſſolved ; or 
with Davidcry out, </s the hart panteth after the rivers of waters, ſo my ſoul thirfteth 
for God , for the living God. When ſhal 1 come and appear before God ? Pal. 4. 1. 1, 
For it is termed, a joy, and onr Lord and Maſters joy, Matth.z5.21, and 23. And 
that not a mixt, momentany , or moth-eaten joy , like the worldlings or hypo 
crits; but full, perfeQ, and permanent ( 1» thy preſence is fulnefof joy , and at thy 
right hand pleaſures for evermore, Pal. 16, 1.) It istermed alife , and an eternal 

life, which ſhal never have an end : a Kingdom, a Crown, and that of righteouſs 

neſs, of life, of glory ; not earthly, but heavenly ; and ſuch a one as is incorruptis 

ble and immarceſlible, which fadeth not away. A bleſſed ſtate and condition, in 

which all good ſhal be preſent with us, and all evil abſent from us If ye will be | 
ſatisfied with a ſhort and imperfect deſcription of it, take it from Bernard: Us; 
e3T ſummum bonum, ibi eft ſumma felicitar, ſumma jucunditas, vera libertas, per feta 

charitar, aterna ſecuritas, ſecura aternitasr, vera letitia, plena ſcientia, omnis pulcbris 
tudo, & omnis beatitudos. Medit. cap. 4, Where the chief good is, there is the chief 
telicity, pleaſure and jucundity, true liberty, perfe& charity, eternal ſecurity, ſe- 
cure eternity, true joy, full knowledge, all beauty and compleat beatitude. Or 
take it from Aug ſ011). cap. 35. Ubi erit ſummaz & certa ſanitas, ſecuratrangquils 
litas , tranquilla jucunJitar , jucunda felicitar, felix eternitar, &terna beatitndo, 
b:ata Trinitas, Trinitatic unitar, unitatis Deitas, (5 Deitatir beat a viſio, que e5T gau- 
dium Domini Dei, Full and certain health , ſecure tranquility, peaceable jucuns 
dity, dele&able felicity, happy eternity, eternal beatitude , bleſſed Trinity, uni- 
ty of Trinity, Deity of Unity, and the bleſſed vifion of the Deity, which is the joy 
of the Lord our God, And then «Auguitin crves out, O gaudium ſupra gaudium, 
gaudium vincens omne gaudium, extra quod non et gaudium } O joy above joy : joy 
vanquiſhing and triumphing over all joy , without which there is no joy ! Some 
reduce all this happineſs and felicity to theſe three, a beatifical viſion of the holy 
and bleſſed Trinity, the putting on of incorruptibility , and the fulbiling or ſatis- 
tying all our deſires. Bat it is moſt certain, it is Staru omnium bonorum aggregas 
fone per ft Aus, Bott, Itis a ſtate perfeted by the accumulation of all good things. 
It is ſuch a compleat and perfe& blefſedneſs, that all the powers and faculties of 


our ſoul ſhal be ſatiated, and ſatisfied , and all our outward ſenſes _—_ , 6 
elighs. 
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delighted with it, Our anderſtanding ſhal be perfeRed in knowledge, our wills 
conformed tothe will of God, and our affeRions regular and orderly conſonant 
to right and reQified reaſon, With our ears we ſhal hear Queers. of Saintsand 
Angels, ſinging heavenly Halilujabs, With our tongues we ſhal be continually 
lauding and praiſing God, and the Lamb, that ſits upon the Throne for ever and 
ever. With our eyes we ſhal behold the beauty and glory of theſe new Hea-s 
vens, and the Saints and Angels ſhining as the Sun at the noon-tide of the day; 
nay, we ſhal behold our bleſſed Lord and Savior in our nature, clothed with -o 
ry and majeſty ſitting on the right hand of God, and both Saints and Angels fal- 
ling down before him. It was ſo comfortable a fight for old Faced to ſee his ſon 
Foſeph ſo highly advanced in Pharaohs Court 5 how much more comfortable ſhal 
it be for us, to ſee our Jeſus in our nature ſo highly honored and advanced in the 
Court of heaven. Nay, we ſhal have a beatifical ſight and viGon of the holy-and 
bleſſed Trinity, from which ſhal flow all that overflowing happineſs, joy, and fes 
licity, with which our ſoul ſhal be filled and raviſhed, And this is the blefſeds 
neſs of my Text : Bleſſed are the dead, Gc., But you will ſay , ſhal this be the 
ortion of all that die * Certainly , if it were (o, all of us had reaſon to ſing, and 
with Simeon z Now, Lord, letteft thou thy ſervant depart in peace, 5c, No; not 
of all, but only of ſuch as die inthe Lord, So ſaith my Text, and thisleads me. 

Secondly, tothe _— of this propoſition , which was the ſecond gene- 
ral I propoſed to you from my Text. And this limits or reſtriQs this bleſſedneſs 
tothem that die in the Lerd : they, and they only are bleſſed 
Now todieinthe Lord, isnot as Ribera contends, pro Domino, for the Lord, 
who cites ſeveral texts of Scripture, where (in) is putfor (pro) and ſo he would 
appropriat thiszo Martyrs : others, he confeſſes , do in time enjoy this bleſſed> 
nefs, as well as they : but he will not allow them to have it ( 4 modo from hences 
forth ) this would deſtroy their conceit of Purgatory , impoverifh their profef- 
ſion, drain or dry up their treaſures, and rob them of vaſt ſums of money that are 
dayly given and bequeathed for Maſſes, and prayers for the dead, Byt this is a 
forced interpretation, like the Gloſs of Orleans that defiroys the text. And there- 
fore the current of their own, as well xs other Interpreters, rejetit. For though 
they that die for the Lord be unqueſtionably bleffed , for by loſling or laying 
down their life for Chriſt , they ſecure to themſelves eternal life. Their death is 
precious , Quia emunt immortalitatem pretio ſanguin ; becauſe they buy and pur- 
chaſe immortality with the price of their blood, And therefore they are juſtly 
ranked by the Church ( in her Hymn) next to Apoſtles. and Prophets yet nos * 
only they , but others alſo are bleſſed. For the particulars wherein the bleſſed 
neſs conſifls, is a relaxation, or reſt from their labors , and a remuneration, or re- 
tribution of reward for their works ( zhey reft from their labors , and their acorks 
follow them, ) And theſetwo are not proper , or peculiar only to Martyrs, . but 
com- 
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" common to them with all true believers, who live anddie in the Lord, 

The true and genuine ſenſe or force of this phraſe will be beſt known , by 
comparing this with other places of Scripture : or examining what it is in Scrips 
cure #0 be imrhe Lord, and that the Apoſtle fully clears, Thar { may be found in him, 
wot having my own righteouſneſs , Bc. Phil, 3,9, Where itis interpreted both nes 

gatiyely and affirmatively, it is not to have ouc own righteouſneſs, but the righ- 
teouſneſs which is through the faith of Chriſt, &c, that is » in effe@ by alively 
Faith in him, to bave bis righteouſneſs imputed to us for our juſtifcation. We are 
branches, he the true vine, from whom we ſuck and draw all that tap. and moi- 
{ture of grace, by which we live and are rowriſh?d : if we benot in him, we wi- 
ther and are fit for nothing, but to be caſt into the bre. John 15, 6, Now itis by 
taich we areengrafted in him, 8 by unbeliet that we are broken off from him, In 
this the Apoſtle is poſitive ( Yell, becauſe of unbe!ic® they were broken off, and thou 
flandeff oy faith,) Rom. 11.10, Nowif tobe in the Lord , be to be ingrafted in 
him by faith, and ſo to have a right to his righteouſnets and merits: Or to /ive by 
the faith of the Son of God, who loved w. and yave bimſcl/ for w, Gal, 2, 20, Then to 
dieinthe Lord, muſt be to die in this happy eſtate and condition, or in aſpiritual 
fellowſhip and communion with him, and they that are thus united to Chriſt, are 
one with him, and he with them, are detrothed and eſpouſed to him as their huſs 
band. And upon this matrimonial union whichis between him and them,there 
follows ( bonorum communis ) all his are ours, and ours his : our fins and debts are 
charged upon him as our husband, and his righteouſneſs and merits conveyed to 
us, and enſured upon us : by his death we are tred from (in and death, and by 
his merit we have aright and title to eternal life : In him we have an unqueſtios 
nable cight, not only to all the temporal benefits and bleſſings of this life , but als 
fo to that fulneſs, and perfeQion of glory, which he hath purchaſed to us, and pros 
vided for us in that which is to come, YVb:th:r Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the 
world, or life, or death, things preſent, or things to come, all are y-urs,and ye are Chriſts, 
t Cor, 3,22, Andif thus we be inthe Lord. beth in life and death, or both live 
and die in the Lord , happy, thrice happy ſhal we be : happy in this lite, but infis 
nitly more in that which is to come. For bleſſ-d are the dead , that thus dit in the 
Lard, they reit from their labors, and their works follow th:m. 

Now the conlideration hereof ſhould ſerve firſt, as a ſpur to extimulat, and 
excite us to this neceſſary duty ( to die in the Lord ) that is. to adhere to him to 
the very laſt gaſp > and to (ſuffer nothing to ſeparat, or divorce us from him, that 
with comfort and confidence, we may ſurrender and reſign our fouls to him, or 
recommend them to his care and keeping Iſhaluſe only a twofold argument to 

ſwade us to thisneceſlary duty, The firſt taken from the miſery, and wretched- 
neſs of thoſe that puttheir truſt and confidence in any thing elſe, either in life or 
death , their confidence is curſed, Curſed « the man that putteth bu truft in man, 
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and maketh fleſh bis arm , and obeſe I Fore-rhe — Fer: wb, 
Such confidence will not profit , nor avail them : but'provelike the rotten tecd. 
of Egypr,, on which whoſoever franeth, it will deceivehim Though in heakh 
andlife, friends may be helpful and comfortable'to us, yet when licknefs/begins 
to ſhake the frame and fabrick of the body , when pale Death toſtareus 
in the face , then by woful experience we will find there is no help in any'crea- 
ture , nor hope of comfort, or ſatisfaQion from them, ''We will 'be forced then 
to confes, GOD, even " 4 only is the L'O of i 9p bim therecds nv 
Savior, Iſai, as, rn. Then the ypocrits wi 3 the wocldlinge 
wb vie to nothing; they will be confounded and aſhamed: and in a mo- 
ment their joy will be turned to ſorrow, and their mirth to mourning, Second- 
ly, from the happineſs and felicity of thoſe that truſt in the Lord, He who is 
their Rock and confidence, is the Prince and Author of life 5 who only can ſave 
in, and from death, and reſcue and reprive us from the of thegrave, P/o/, 
68. 20, They that truſt in him, may ſafely conclud with S. Pau/: 1 know whon: I 
hav: believed , and am perfiwaded that b: is able to keep that which 1 have committed 
unto bin againſt that day, ., Tim, 1. 12, Death is tothem, nota loſs, but a gain, It 
celeaſeth them from the troubles and toylſormrlabors of this life, and puts them in 
poſſeſſion of that happineſs ard felicity which is prepared for themy inthelite 
which is tocome. They reft om their labors, Fc, « EE: 

New if we would thus die in the Lord. andſo partake of this blefledneſs, then 
our iy 73 p&ye , our only great ſtudy and care muſt be tolive inthe Locd : for 
as our life , ſo moſt commonly is our death, Ab boc momento pendet wternitas : 
From this moment depends eternity. In this life we mui either gain or ole life. 
If we ſecure not to our ſelves an intereſt in Chriſt in our life, hewyill difown and 
diſclaim us at the hour of death, ſend us away with , 1 #now you not, Oc, We 
muſt not preſame to put off tothe laſt gaſp ; for though there is one inſtance of 
Gods mercy to one that did fo, that we ſhould not defpair ; yetthere is but one, 
to teach us that we muſt not preſume. There be indeed too many , who with 
Balgsam, Deſire v0 die the death of the righteous, Numb. 23. 10. But theſe are but vain, 
uſeleſs, and unprofitable wiſhes. If we would die the death, we muſt live the 
life of the righteous, If we woulddie in the Lord, we muſt live both in, and to 
the Lord, In the Lord by faith, to him by obedience ( which is the beſt evi, 
dence of our faith ) and then, Whither ve live or die, we ſhal be ſure to be the Lords, 
Ros. 14, 8. Our Savior tells us , there are atwofold place to which we are tra- 
velling, while we paſs through the wilderneſs of this world : the place of life and 
reſt, and the pit of perdition and deſtruQion, or heaven and bell : and theſe two 
contrary places, have their different and contrary wayes which leedto them : 
SI broad way and wide gate, that leadeth to deflruBtionz but a narrow Tay and 'flract 
ere, that keadethto life: Maith, 7.13, 14, Can wehopeor ay a thatthey whe 
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go michche maldtyde in thabkepad way; that is, live the life of the wicked , ſhal 
laſt enter in with the cighteass at the firait gate ; that is, die the death of the 
righteous ? Ne, we cannot, Butif we would die in the Lord, we muſt live in 
the Lord, If we would die the death, we mult live the life of the righteous, 
We miſt walk in the narrow and thorny way of obedience, if we intend toenter 
in.at the trait gate thatleads tolife. 
Secondly, the conſideration hereof ſhould ſerve to comfort us againſt the 
dearibof our beſt 'and boſom friends, of relations ,. at leaſt of thoſe who live and 
die inthe Lard. For fir, we know death is a debt which all muſt pay: for though 
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ſome go ſooner, others later, yetall muſt go, ſooner, oc later, asthe

It was 
Fonabr great fin and offence, (for which God was highly diſplealed with him ) 
that he was angry and repined at the loſs of his gourd, For, 4.8. 9. And what 
are the beſt of the ſons or children of men , butlike Jerabs gourd , which came 
up in a night, and periſhed in a night ? For, 4, 10, Or like the P/alwifke graſs, 
Which in the morning # green and flewriſbeth, but ere the evening is cut down and wi- 
thereth, Pſal, go. 5.6. Remember. Dovidr rare and remarkable pradtiſe ; ſolong 
as his child was ative he "P and faſted; ſaying, 'YVbo can tel whither the Lord will 
b: gracious unto me, that the child may live? But when once he knew that he was 
dead, he waſhed and anointed himſelf, and roſe up and ate, 2. Sar. 12. 22, 23, 
Concluding with himſelf, Wherefore ſhal I faſt> Can I bring him back again ? 
I ſhalgoto him , but he ſhal notreturn tome. Toteach us, that while there is 
life, there is hope; and ſo _— may faſt and weep. But when once our friends 
areremoved by death, Gods will ( which before was fecret ) is then declared 
' andreveated to us, and then we may confidently conclud, we cannot bring them 
back again : We may go to them, but they cannat return to. us. 

Thirdly, conſider that our condition or caſe is notlike,the Heathens: for our 
Chriſtian friends ( who live and die in the Lord ) are not loſt, but ſent before usg 
as Ifhew you before. And therefore we ſhould not weep, os ſorrow, or others aka 
here no hape, 1,Theſſ.4.3, Sorrow we may (that becomes uabotb ar men, mow 
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Chriſtians) but not with an exceſſive, or immoderat ſorrow. Though we may- 
have a great loſs, yet our Joſs is nothing comparable to their gain. It from-heas 
ven they could behold us here upon earth, they would certainly fay to us, as oyr 
bleſſed Lord ſaid to theſe that were bewailing and lamenting him , O Deugbrers 
of Feruſalem, weep not for me, but weep for your ſelves , and your children, Luke x 1. 
27. 28, For they are fred from theſe pains, miſeries and calamities , to which we 
are yet ſubje&z they are ſecured from all theſe ſtormes of tribulation and perlſe- 
cution, to which we are yet expoſed : They are happy and bleſſed, though we 
miſerable and wretched : For bleſſed are the dead that die inthe Lord, Gc, When 
Abraham was but willing ( at the commandment of God ) to offer up his ſon 
Iſaac , God is ſo well pleaſed with his obedience, and ſubmiſſion to his will, that 
he not only accepts the will for the deed, but promiſeth, 1 ble//ing,] will bJ:f thee: 
and in multiplying, 1 will multiply thy ſeedz that is, I will exceedingly bleſs and muls 
tiply, Ger, 22, 19. Thoagh God put us nottoſo hard duty , command us not to 
offer up our friends or relations , yet if ( with a humble ſabmiſſion of our wills 
to the will of God) we reſign them, or let them go, when he calls for them :

bleſſing, will bleſs us;. not only with temporal bleiſings , as he did /4brabom and 
his ſeed, but with eternal, That with ©/7brahom ,- 1/aac and Facob, we may (it. 
down inthe Kingdom of God ; Or that we may ( with thoſe who are gone de- 
fore us) reſt from our labors , and receive a recompenſe or reward for our 
works, To which reſt Almighty God bring us, for his Son, our bleſſed Saviors 
ſake, who hath purchaſed this reſt for us : To whom with the Father , and holy 
Spirit, be praiſe, honor and glory, for ever andever. men.
